CIRCULAR 

BROADCAST  OE  4-HOURLY  AIRWAYS  FORCAST  BY  RADIO  STATIONS 
OF  THE  BUREAU  OF  AIR  COMMERCE  ON  236  EC. 

In  order  that  pilots  in  flight  may  obtain  the  latest  4-hourly  air¬ 
ways  forcasts,  it  has  become  advantageous  to  broadcast  this  information 
by  radio • 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Bureau  of  Air  Commerce  to  broad¬ 
cast  4-hourly  airways  forecasts  on  a  frequency  of  036  kilocycles  at  12:30, 

4:30  and  8:30  a.  rn.  and  p.  m,,  E.  S.  T.  While  broadcasts  of  the  forecast 
are  being  made,  the  radio  range  will  continue  operation.  Only  radio  stations 
equipped  to  broadcast  on  the  alternate  frequency  of  236  kilocycles  will 
broadcast  the  4-hourly  airways  forecasts.  As  facilities  are  established  at 
other  stations  for  broadcasting  on  this  frequency,  the  list  will  be  revised. 

When  forecasts  are  received  by  radio  or  teletype  in  a  garbled  or 
incomplete  condition  the  operators  of  the  Bureau  of  Air  Commerce  will  attempt 
to  secure  corrections.  If  corrections  cannot  be  obtained  the  forecasts  will 
be  turned  over  to  the  Weather  Bureau  Airport  Station  for  editing  before  the 
broadcast  is  made.  If  Weather  Bureau  employees  are  not  available  to  edit 
the  incomplete  forecasts,  then  the  broadcast  of  the  forecasts  will  be  omitted. 
The  above  instructions  have  the  approval,  of  the  Bureau  of  Air  Commerce.
